battle for its rishts or to surrender. And one thing is, to our mind, ['lilinenlt w common to women, why not 
entirely certain: If tliis (Congress refusei to maintain itMelf upon 
the impregiial)l(' Ki'om'il wiiieii the creation of a wvexycuditure 
committee provides, tiie piopi"' replace it next jreir with a 
Congresa more courageouN.

RE8P0NSIBILTY MISPLAOID 

SeiiHtor Vardaiium, of Mississippi, is one Demoo^t who gener- 
ally uses words tiial very accurately state the fact* but he was 
somewhat misleading the other day when he apoke of the "prodi- 
gality with which i)ul)li(! moneys are being expended by the Con- 
gress." Congress does not expend any money except the relatively • 
small amount for the contingent expenses of the Senate and House. 
Congress appropriates "not cxeeeding" certain amounts which the 
executive departments e.xpciiil under the direction of the President. 
These appropriations are made usually in accordance with esti- 
mates and recommendations made by the Departments and the Presi- 
dent. Since the war begun Congress has raised little quuestion us to 
the reasonableness of the etimates. In any event, Congress does not 
compel the executive departments to spend all of the money appro- 
priated. If there be extrava;(,in< e, the responsibility rests entirely 
upon the men who alone have tin pow i i to spend the money. 

REASONABLE INTEBB8T NOW ^ 

Many of tlic prol)leins arising out of the conduct of the war 
create no interest among the people of the country. The controversy 
over the relative merits of steel and wooden ships is given only a 
passin;; tlioiiglit t>y most newspaper roailers. Likewise, most people 
who wanted to forbid the use of ^'rain in the manufacture of any 
kind of liquor are willing to yield to the desire of President Wilson 
that beer production lie conliniied. Rut when it comes to a mutter 
of inequality of census estinuites wliieh levy a larger toll of men from 
the North than from the South, and when Northern soldiers are all' 
shipped into the cnerviit iii<r climate of the South for summer train- 
ing, all peopl* who have friends or relatives directly affected arft 
bound to take a personal and active interest. And, as a consequence, 
all these people are likely to realize the iiniiortiiiice of the creation of 
the proposed joint, bi-partisan congressional eommittee on the eon 
duet of the war.

Near Monday Le Preui^ southeast 
of Arras, the Qermans, Thursday 
night, entered British frontline 
trenches at two points. Desperate 
.'Igliting ensued and the British dur- 
ing Kriday re-took most of the ele- 
menu. Bxcept for the repulse of a 
German attack a 1,600 yard front 
near Cemy on the Alsna (rant, there 
have been only raids and artillery 
iluels on the rest of the western front 

The line of the river Zbrocz at its 
antluence with tht? Dnelster, has 
')een given up at several places by 
■ho Russians, who, however, fought 
tubbornly to hold back the Austro- 
>rmana. Between the Dnelater and 
the Prnth, the Russians hare not 
■alted In their retreat toward the bor- 
ler. 

Bukowlna is almost entirely in the 
hands of the Teutons again. Czerno- 
wits, the capital, has been occupied by 
the Oermana and Kimpolnng, an im- 
portant town soreral milea south of 
the Rumania border, haa been eraen- 
ated by the Russiana. The German ad- 
vance In Galicla and Bukowlna seem- 
'ngly is aimed at Kamenetz Podolsky, 

fortified city north of the Dnelster 
and In the direction of Odessa, Rus- 
'sla's great port on the Black Sea.
